T he pipeline is designed to c a rry 
cru d e oil from A las k a’s North Slope to 
the southern port of Valdez. Tankers 
would then tak e the oil to the West 
Coast. 
The North Slope field contains an 
e s t i m a t e d m i n i m u m of IO billion 
b arrels of oil. T he pipeline by 1980 
would carry two million b arre ls a day, 
out of an es tim a te d dom estic co n ­ 
sum ption of 22 million b arrels daily.

“ A new T ype B influenza virus h as

There are* two types of influenza 
virus 
A and B. Hong Kong flu Type A 
stru ck in the w inter of 1968-69 and w as 
blam ed for killing 27,900 Americans 
and leaving h u n d red s of thousands 
memorably ill. The new Type B Hong 
Kong flu h as been o ccu rrin g in J a p a n , 
A ustralia and E ngland. said Rubin. 
“ It’s p robable that this virus will 
b eco m e p revalent in the United States 
this w in te r,” he said, adding the ce n te r 
cannot predict how w id esp read the new 
flu will be. 
Rubin said London M u is m o re likely 
to occur than the new strain of Hong 
Kong influenza. The London flu, Type 
A, o cc u rre d in this country last y ear. 
T h ere a re two theories as to how* a 
new s tra in ap p e a rs 
One is that it 
sim ply is a variation in an existing 
virus. The other is that it results from a 
recom bination or genetic in terch an g e 
betw een a human type of virus and one 
that affects animals or birds. 
When a different flu virus com es 
along, prev io u s vaccines usually do not 
w o rk

Charles G. "Bebe" Rebozo, in an effort 
to trace a $100,000 cash contribution 
from billionaire Howard Hughes. 
Sources said the investigator, Car­

Rehozo connection and attempting to 
reconstruct Rebozo’s complex finan­ 
cial holdings. 
Rebozo’s bank records, it was said, 
were obtained by subpoena from the 
Key Biscayne bank of which Rebozo is 
president and board chairman. 
It also was learned Thursday that 
Rebozo’s handling of the Hughes cash 
is being investigated by Special Water­ 
gate prosecutor Archibald Cox and the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
The White House said Rebozo ac­ 
cepted the money “ as a potential 
campaign 
contribution” 
for 
the 
President about three years ago but 
that it wasn’t used and eventually was 
returned to Hughes. This essentially is 
the same story Rebozo has given to 
Senate investigators. 
“ I ’m sure that whatever entities look 
into this will find no impropriety,”

Warren told reporters. 
Under vigorous questioning, Warren 
insisted that President Nixon first 
learned of the $100,000 earlier this year 
in a conversation with Rebozo.

We too often take for granted one 
of the underlying strengths of the

Net here we nave a momentous 
political event - an unprecedented 
event reaching into the highest 
echelon of government - taking place 
without untoward incident in ac­ 
cordance 
with 
established 
procedures. 
These happenings also prompt a 
more 
negative observation 
The 
Agnew case is a stain on our politics. 
It now appears that a vice president 
vehemently championed "law and 
order" at the verv time he was 


accepting cash kickbacks We now 
know that while Agnew was making 
a public show of outrage about 
allegations made against him, his 
lawyers were busily engaged in the 
plea bargaining that brought his 
resignation and an admission of 
income tax evasion in return for the 
dropping of other federal charges 


This antiphony of moral rhetoric 
and immoral conduct can only foster 
a deepened public cynicism and 
confusion as to the political process 
That is serious harm for which 
Agnew must bear a heavy share of 
the blame 
The republic will take these events 
in stride because of its underlying 
strengths, but the political process 
has nevertheless been gravely 
demeaned by this episode 
by John P. Roc hr 
That fine line 


You may have noticed that, while 
there was great gleen in journalistic 
circles, the downfall of Spiro Agnew 
brought a distinctly muffled response 
fom politicians 
Partly this was in­ 
stinctive tribal loyalty : “ We cannibals 
don't eat each other.' 
But it also reflected the meditative 
theme that must have suffused most 
politicians; "There but for the grace of 
God go I." 
To say this is not to imply that most 
politicians are crooks — in my ex­ 
perience they are in fact somewhat 
above the national average for honesty. 
This may not be founded on spiritual 
considerations — the late President 
Johnson, 
discussing 
an 
accusation 
against someone he knew 
well, 
remarked flatly. "He's too smart to 
steal.' < The charge proved to be false.) 
But. however motivated, men in public 
life tend to be extremely circumspect. 


T H E R E A L D IF F IC U L T IE S arise 
from the ambiguities of political 
spending, and the relationship between 
favors and benefactions 
Let us take a hypothetical senator 
from a farm state In the course of his 
political career, which began perhaps 
in 
the 
state 
legislature, 
he 
has 
developed close personal ties with the 
farm interests. It was not a question of 
"buying 
his vote — he was going to 
vote with them as a matter of con­ 
viction in any case It’s simply that he 
and his family have over the years 
become close personal friends with 
some of the big agricultural en­ 
trepreneurs. 
Arriving in Washington as a new 
senator (with no inherited wealth), he 
needs a big house for his large family 
and immediately learns that — unless 
he is willing to move practically to the 
outskirts of Richmond or Baltimore — 
prices are astronomical. At this point 
one of his friends comes to the rescue 
with a large, interest-free loan, and he 
settles into a $125,000 home in Spring 
Valley. (Before you sneer, let me note 
that if my house — for which I paid 


T h e 
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about $40.(HK) - could miraculously be 
planted in Spring Valley, it would sell 
for at least $125,000. > 
Say the interest-free loan was 
$100,000 — in net terms, at current 
interest rates, this amounts to a gift of 
$9 to $10,000 The senator is. of course, 
grateful, though there is absolutely no 
justification for suggesting that his 
gratitude influences his voting on farm 
issues. Question: Is there any element 
of corruption in this transaction? 
I^t us take another instance, fur­ 
ther down the line. A congressman 
from a large district receives a total of 
$40,000 in campaign funds. Like the 
senator, he neglected to choose rich 
parents or marry a rich wife, so off he 
goes on the campaign trail, wearing out 
shoes, clothes, and his car in the 
process. 
He replaces these items from 
campaign funds. In addition, he 
combines a wedding reception for his 
daughter with a reception for his big 
contributors, most of whom are per­ 
sonal friends. This too is charged off to 
the campaign; the rationale being that 
the presence of his daughter, her new 
husband, and a few extras did not alter 
the political character of the gathering 


IHS W IFE AND DAI (HITER may 
not glow with pleasure, but they are 
probably well calloused to the ways of 
politicians The wife of a distinguished 
senator once observed to me, rather 


wistfully, that her husband would use 
her funeral for a political rally. What 
she didn't add was that he would 
probably also have charged it off as a 
"political expense." 


I have avoided the simple, stupid 
stealers, the characters who put all 
living members of their family on the 
government payroll, or those who have 
been caught literally selling their 


votes. What we have is that vast gray 
area where politicians have to walk a 
very fine line between honesty and 
dishonesty, a line that is nowhere 
drawn with any clarity. 


I have also chosen politicians without 
independent financial resources. In this 
there 
lies 
a 
real 
paradox: 
the 
Rockefellers and Kennedys are from 
the nature of things (as Aristotle would 
have put it) above corruption. I fully 
expect one day to see the political 
theme “ Vote for Rockey (or Ted): He 
Doesn’t Need to Steal.”

During 18 months of working in his 
spare time, Josef F. Blum rich said he 
applied space technology to the Old 
Testament text of Ezekiel and came up 
with engineering drawings of what a 
craft described by the Hebrew prophet 
looked like and how it moved about. 
“ It all started in the fall of 1970 when 
I got a German version of Erich Von 
Damken’s “Chariot of the Gods'*” and 
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was convinced it was the same old 
me ... I saw in this vision, a great storm 
H i s career began in 1934 In the German *: 
nonsense. 
he said 
nnmlnd 
Inward rn*. front the north. alrnrafl InHiiulrt/ 
nonsense," he said 
“ When I came to the passages alxjut 
Ezekiel I put Von Damken's book away 
and took one of my Bibles. I told my 
wife, ‘I will show you where he is 
wrong!” 
But, to his surprise, Blumrich 
chief of the Systems Layout Branch of 
the Marshall Space Flight Center - 
saw things that made sense to him: 
"In chapter one, Ezekiel speaks at 
length about the structure. It just so 
happens that I have myself designed 
such things here.” 
From a modern English translation 
of the Bible, here is part of the passage 
to which he refers: 
“ One day late in June when I was 30

Reach accord 
on Alaskan 
pipeline bill 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 
House- 
Senate 
conferees 
have 
reached 
ag reem en t on legislation allowing 
immediate construction of the 789-mile 
Alaska oil pipeline. 
The provisions approved Thursday 
contain language designed to block 
lawsuits by environmentalists seeking 
to delay the project. 
The bill grants a 25-foot right-of-way 
on each side of the pipeline, plus ad­ 
ditional footage as 
needed to ac­ 
com m odate 
construction, 
e n ­ 
vironmental and safety work. 
This provision, in effect, sets aside a 
court ruling which would have limited 
the right-of-way to 25 feet. The ruling 
would have b a rre d pipeline co n ­ 
struction since more room was needed. 
The conference version also bars any 
court challenge except under the U.S. 
Constitution. This has the effect of 
ruling out lawsuits under the National 
Environmental Protection Act. 
The pipeline is designed to carry 
crude oil from Alaska’s North Slope to 
the southern port of Valdez. Tankers 
would then take the oil to the West 
Coast. 
The North Slope field contains an 
estim ated m inim um of IO billion 
barrels of oil. The pipeline by 1980 
would carry two million barrels a day, 
out of an estimated domestic con­ 
sumption of 22 million barrels daily. 
Rep. 
John 
M elcher, 
D-Mont., 
chairm an of the conference committee, 
said the bill probably will reach the 
House floor for a final vote in about two 
weeks. The House and Senate must 
approve or disapprove the bill as 
written under a provision ruling out 
am endm ents. 


“ A new Type B influenza virus has 
been isolated, the BHong Kong 572,” 
Dr. Robert Rubin, an epidemiologist, 
said Thursday. 
There are two types of influenza 
virus — A and B. Hong Kong flu Type A 
struck in the winter of 1968-69 and was 
blamed for killing 27,900 Americans 
and leaving hundreds of thousands 
memorably ill. The new Type B Hong 
Kong flu has been occurring in Japan, 
Australia and England, said Rubin. 
“ It’s probable that this virus will 
become prevalent in the United States 
this winter,” he said, adding the center 
cannot predict how widespread the new 
flu will be. 
Rubin said London Flu is more likely 
to occur than the new strain of Hong 
Kong influenza. The London flu, Type 
A, occurred in this country last year. 
There are two theories as to how a 
new strain appears. One is that it 
simply is a variation in an existing 
virus. The other is that it results from a 
recombination or genetic interchange 
between a human type of virus and one 
that affects animals or birds. 
When a different flu virus comes 
along, previous vaccines usually do not

Arab forces repulsed on Syrian front 
Israel, Egypt fight for Suez

New tank battles raged today on the 
Syrian front and in a crucial fight along 
the Suez Canal as Israel broadened its 
hold on the western bank with rein­ 
forcements ferried across the water­ 
way, Tel Aviv claimed. 
Cairo said the Israeli report of a 
m ajor thrust into Egypt was false and 
claimed the large-scale attack had 
been repelled. Israeli units are infil­ 
trating across the canal at night, Egypt 
conceded, but claimed they were being 
surrounded and one unit was wiped out. 
The Russian Embassy in Cairo said 
that Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosygin 
returned to Moscow today from Cairo 
after four days of secret talks with 
P re sid e n t Anwar Sadat

The Israeli beachhead on the western 
bank of the canal would be the first 
time the Middle East ground war came 
to the Egyptian heartland, although 
Israeli jets have been striking targets 
in the Nile Delta. But an official 
Egyptian spokesman in Cairo scoffed 
at the claim and depicted the Israeli 
force as commandos on a series of 
raids. 
“ A group of foreign correspondents 
are visiting the Sinai battlefront today 
to prove that the Israeli claims are 
false,” he added. 
The Israelis said their planes and 
tanks on the Syrian front repulsed a 
combined attack by Syrian, Iraqi and 
Jordanian infantry and tanks. They 
claimed the Arabs took severe losses. 
‘‘A large battle by tanks and artillery 
is raging since the early hours of this 
morning between our forces and the 
enemy in the central and northern 
sectors,” reported the Syrian com­ 
mand. ‘‘The battle is still going on.”

Police storm

BEIRUT (AP) — Police shot their 
way into the building housing the Bank 
of America today and freed more than 
60 persons 
held 
hostage 
by 
four 
Lebanese Arab gunmen. 
The police said they killed two of the 
four gunman and captured the other 
two, wounding one of them critically. 
Interior Minister Bahij Takieddin 
said all 66 hostages were freed, but the 
gunmen shot and wounded one of them 
when he tried to escape shortly before 
the police stormed the building. 
Takieddin did not identify the 
wounded hostage. An earlier police 
report said a hostage had been killed 
and he was believed to have been an 
American. 
It was the first report that an 
American was among the hostages. 
Previous reports said the guerrillas 
were holding 64 Lebanese employes of 
the 
Bank 
of 
American 
and 
two 
Japanese businessmen. 
The gunmen, who are Lebanese 
leftists, demanded $10 million from the 
Bank 
of 
America 
to 
support 
the 
Palestinian guerrilla movement and 
the Arab war against Israel, release of 
Palestinian guerrillas and members of 
their own group in Lebanese jails and 
an airliner to Algeria or South Yemen. 
The siege began just before noon 
Thursday when five gunmen stormed 
into the seven-story bank building in 
Beirut’s financial district and seized 
the Bank of America offices on the 
third, fourth and fifth floors. 
Police and arm y troops encircled the 
building and a gun battle erupted. A 
policeman was killed; one of the 
gunmen was wounded and captured, 
and 
five 
bank 
em ployes, 
three 
policemen and five passersby were 
wounded 
by machine-gun fire and 
exploding tear-gas grenades. 
When the shooting stopped, Algerian 
Ambassador Mohammed Yazid and a 
Palestinian guerrilla leader named 
Tewfik Safadi agreed to act as in­ 
termediaries between the gunmen and 
Lebanese In terio r M inister Bahij 
Takieddin. 
Late Thursday night Ambassador 
Yazid reported the gunmen refused to 
lower their demands. He said he was 
abandoning his mediation efforts. 
Police learned the identities of the 
gunmen and brought their relatives to 
plead for them to surrender. The 
elderly mother of one terrorist left the 
building in hysterics and was taken 
away in an ambulance.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
W atergate 
c o m m ittee’s ch ief in ­ 
vestigator is studying the bank records

Charles G. "Bebe" Rebozo, in an effort 
to trace a $100,000 cash contribution 
from billionaire Howard Hughes. 
Sources said the investigator, Car­

Bellino, 
was 
in 
Florida 
Thursday 
working on the 
Hughes- 
Rebozo connection and attempting to 
reconstruct Rebozo’s complex finan­ 
cial holdings. 
Rebozo’s bank records, it was said, 
were obtained by subpoena from the 
Key Biscayne bank of which Rebozo is 
president and board chairman. 
It also w as learned Thursday that 
Rebozo’s handling of the Hughes cash 
is being investigated by Special Water­ 
gate prosecutor Archibald Cox and the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
The White House said Rebozo ac­ 
cepted the money "as a 
potential 
cam paign 
contribution" 
for 
the 
President about three years ago but 
that it w asn’t used and eventually was 
returned to Hughes. This essentially is 
the sam e story Rebozo has given to 
Senate investigators. 
“I’m sure that whatever entities look 
into this will find no impropriety,” 
Deputy P ress Secretary Gerald 
L. 
Warren told reporters. 
Under vigorous questioning, Warren 
insisted 
that President Nixon first 
learned of the $100,000 earlier this year 
in a conversation with Rebozo. How­ 
ever, a published account of the gift 
appeared in 1971, and in the sam e year 
President N ixon’s personal 
lawyer,

In the wake of Agnew 


Some cheerful and melancholy 
thoughts about politics in America 
come to mind in the wake of Vice 
President Agnew's resignation 
It is heartening that his departure 
from office was effected with so little 
disruption; that speaks well for our 
governmental system. At the same 
time, one is saddened and outraged 
by Agnew's sanctimonious affronts 
to decent 
standards 
of political 
morality. 
Agnew 
resigned 
the 
second 
highest office in the land, but in 
effect 
he 
was 
deposed; 
the 
resignation was forced by pressures 
generated by his own wrongdoing. 
The interesting thing is that this 
rem oval 
from 
office 
went 
so 
smoothly; there were no factional 
demonstrations, no one was injured. 
no voice was raised in angry public 


protest; the nation’s affairs proceed 
as usual. 
We too often take for granted one 
of the underlying strengths of the 
American democracy, its capacity 
for the ordely transfer of power. 
Commentators galore predicted the 
downfall of the republic throughout 
the turbulent 60s. 
Yet here we l?a\ e a momentous 
political event - an unprecedented 
event 
reaching 
into 
the 
highest 
echelon of government - taking place 
without untoward incident in ac­ 
cordance 
with 
established 
procedures. 
These happenings also prompt a 
more 
negative 
observation. 
The 
Agnew case is a stain on our politics. 
It now appears that a vice president 
vehemently championed "law and 
order" at the very time he was 


accepting cash kickbacks We now 
know that while Agnew was making 
a public show of outrage about 
allegations made against him, his 
lawyers were busily engaged in the 
plea bargaining that brought his 
resignation and an admission of 
income tax evasion in return for the 
dropping of other federal charges. 


This antiphony of moral rhetoric 
and immoral conduct can only foster 
a deepened public cynicism and 
confusion as to the political process. 
That is serious harm 
for which 
Agnew must bear a heavy share of 
the blame. 


The republic w ill take these events 
in stride because of its underlying 
strengths, but the political process 
has nevertheless been gravely 
demeaned by this episode.

You may have noticed that, while 
there was great gleen in journalistic 
circles, the downfall of Spiro Agnew 
brought a distinctly muffled response 
fom politicians. Partly this was in­ 
stinctive tribal loyalty: "W e cannibals 
don't eat each other." 
But it also reflected the meditative 
theme that must have suffused most 
politicians: "There but for the grace of 
God go I." 
To say this is not to imply that most 
politicians are crooks — in my ex­ 
perience they are in fact somewhat 
above the national average for honesty. 
This may not be founded on spiritual 
considerations — the late President 
Johnson, 
discussing 
an 
accusation 
against 
someone 
he 
knew 
well, 
remarked flatly, “ He’s too smart to 
steal." < The charge proved to be false.) 
But, however motivated, men in public 
life tend to be extremely’ circumspect. 
TH E R E A L D IF F IC U L T IE S arise 
from the am biguities of political 
spending, and the relationship between 
favors and benefactions. 
Let us take a hypothetical senator 
from a farm state. In the course of his 
political career, which began perhaps 
in 
the 
state 
legislature, 
he 
has 
developed close personal ties with the 
farm interests. It was not a question of 
"buying" his vote — he was going to 
vote with them as a matter of con­ 
viction in any case. It ’s simply that he 
and his fam ily have over the years 
become close personal friends with 
some 
of 
the 
big 
agricultural 
en­ 
trepreneurs. 
Arriving in Washington as a new 
senator (with no inherited wealth), he 
needs a big house for his large family 
and immediately learns that — unless 
he is willing to move practically to the 
outskirts of Richmond or Baltimore — 
prices are astronomical. At this point 
one of his friends comes to the rescue 
with a large, interest-free loan, and he 
settles into a $125,000 home in Spring 
Valley. (Before you sneer, let me note 
that if my house — for which I paid 
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about $40,000 — could miraculously be 
planted in Spring Valley, it would sell 
for at least $125,000.) 
Say the interest-free loan was 
$100,000 — in net terms, at current 
interest rates, this amounts to a gift of 
$9 to $10,000. The senator is, of course, 
grateful, though there is absolutely no 
justification for suggesting that his 
gratitude influences his voting on farm 
issues. Question: Is there any element 
of corruption in this transaction? 
Let us take another instance, fur­ 
ther down the line. A congressman 
from a large district receives a total of 
$40,000 in campaign funds. Like the 
senator, he neglected to choose rich 
parents or m arry a rich wife, so off he 
goes on the campaign trail, wearing out 
shoes, clothes, and his car in the 
process. 
He replaces 
these 
items 
from 
cam paign funds. 
In addition, he 
combines a wedding reception for his 
daughter with a reception for his big 
contributors, most of whom are per­ 
sonal friends. This too is charged off to 
the campaign; the rationale being that 
the presence of his daughter, her new 
husband, and a few extras did not alter 
the political character of the gathering.

H IS W IF E AND D A U G H T ER may 
not glow with pleasure, but they are 
probably well calloused to the ways of 
politicians. The wife of a distinguished 
senator once observed to me, rather 


wistfully, that her husband would use 
her funeral for a political rally. Wrhat 
she didn’t add wras that he would 
probably also have charged it off as a 
“ political expense.” 


I have avoided the simple, stupid 
stealers, the characters who put all 
living members of their family on the 
government payroll, or those who have 
been 
caught 
literally 
selling 
their 


votes. What we have is that vast gray 
area where politicians have to walk a 
very fine line between honesty and 
dishonesty, a line that is nowhere 
drawn with any clarity. 


I have also chosen politicians without 
independent financial resources. In this 
there 
lies 
a 
real 
paradox: 
the 
Rockefellers and Kennedys are from 
the nature of things (as Aristotle would 
have put it) above corruption. I fully 
expect one day to see the political 
theme “ Vote for Rockey (or Ted): He 
Doesn’t Need to Steal.”

Ohio Perspective 
Cut in state printing costs seen

C O LU M BU S. Ohio ( AP) 
State 
officials claim they can save as much 
as $500,000 in the next two years by 
distributing Ohio’s printing business to 
six low bidders throughout the state. 
Joseph J. Sommer, director of the 
new Department 
of 
Administrative 
Services, said that for the first time 
since the 1930’s, printing business is go­ 
ing to firms other than those located in 
Columbus. 
He said Gov. John J Gilligan was 
concerned that when he took office in 
1971 all the state's printing was being 
done by a single firm in Columbus. 
Gilligan 
ordered 
the 
situation 
in­ 
vestigated, Sommer said. 
“ We rewrote the specifications to 
make 
them 
understandable 
to

printers and broke down the work into 
categories

aggressive competitive bidding, 23 bids 
were received for 16 categories of 
printing,” Sommer said. 


This means, he said, a savings of 
about 25 per cent compared to the 
amount the state spent for printing the 
past two years. The state’s printing bill 
for the next two years will be about $4.3 
million, or about $500,000 less than it 
would 
have 
been, 
the 
director 
estimated. 


The six contracts went to three 
Columbus firms, two in Dayton, and 
one in Cleveland National Graphics 
Corp. of Columbus for years was the 
state’s main printer, remains among 
the six.

D uring 18 m onths of working in his 
sp a re tim e, Josef F. Blum rich said he 
applied space technology to the Old 
T estam ent text of Ezekiel and cam e up 
with engineering draw ings of what a 
craft described by the Hebrew prophet 
looked like and how it m oved about. 
“ It all sta rte d in the fall of 1970 when 
I got a G erm an version of E rich Von 
D aniken’s “ C hariot of the G ods?” and 
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was convinced it was the same old 
me ... I saw in this vision, a great storm 
His career began in 1934 in the German 
nonsense, 
he said. 
“When I came to the passages about 
Ezekiel I put Von Daniken’s book away 
and took one of my Bibles. I told my 
wife, ‘I will show you where he is 
wrong!” 
But, to his surprise, Blumrich — 
chief of the Systems Layout Branch of 
the Marshall Space Flight Center — 
saw things that made sense to him: 
"In chapter one, Ezekiel speaks at 
length about the structure. It just so 
happens that I have myself designed 
such things here.” 
From a modern English translation 
of the Bible, here is part of the passage 
to which he refers: 
“One day late in June when I was 30 
... the heavens were suddenly opened to 


coming toward me from the north, 
driving before it a huge cloud glowing 
with fire, with a mass of fire inside that 
flashed continually; and in the fire 
there was something that shone like 
polished brass. 


“Then, from the center of the cloud, 
four strange forms appeared that 
looked like men except that each had 
four faces and two pairs of wings ... 
And beneath their wings I could see 
human hands.” 


Blumrich has been with the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) since 1959, when he came from 
Austria to join the space program. In
